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Drivers To Be Given Reasonable 
Time After August 14 


To Make 


Definite plans for renewing operat- 
ors’ license cards issued to California 
1927, 
The re- 


newal order was issued by Frank G. 
Snook, chief of the state division of 
motor vehicles, under the new provis- 
ion of the California venicle act which 
becomes operative August 14. Under 
the terms of this provision, Snook’s 
order is that all operators’ licenses is- 
sued prior to January 1, 1927, will be 
voided at midnight Wednesday, Aug- 
ust 14. Motorists thereaiter will be re- 
quired to obtain new operators’ cards, 
and a reasonable time will be allowed 
by the division to permit motorists to 
comply with the law. 

Conflicting reports on the renewal 
order have led to a widespread erron- 
eous impression of the term of the 
procedure and for the purpose of 
clarifying the situation the California 
State Automobile association has se- 
cured an accurate statement of the 
procedure with which motorists must 
comply. 

The association stresses these points. 

That the operators’ cards which 
must be renewed are those issued prior 
to January 1927. 

That these cards become void on 
August 14, and that a reasonable time 
will be allowed for renewal. 

YO NAME DEADLINE 

The closing date of the renewal 
period will be anounced later by Chief 
Snook. 

During the renewal period motorists 
will not be arrested for failure to pos- 
sess a new card. 

The California vehicle act gives the 
division of motor vehicies power to 
cancel arid re-issue all operators’ li- 
censes outstanding for a period of 
two years or more. Police departments 
in various cities, division of motor ve- 
hicle offices and the headquarters of 
the various county squads will be open 
to motorists during the period allot-

The motorists will be required to 
answer certain questions indicating his 
knowledge of the rules of the road and 
other important provisions of the Cali- 
fornia Vehicle Act. Examination shall 
also include a test of the applicant’s 
hearing and eyesight and of his ability 
to understand highway warning and di 
rection signs. An actual demonstra- 
tion of the applicant’s ability to exer- 
cise ordinary and reasonable control in 
the operation of a motor vehicle by 
driving under the supervision of an 
examining officer may berequired in 
the discretion of the examining of- 
ficer. 


TO CARRY RECORD 

New amendments to the California 
vehicle act require the division to is- 
sue operators’ cards providing 
|for recording violations for driving 
| while intoxicated, speeding, reckless 
driving, driivng on the wrong side of 
the highway, cutting in, improperly 
passing a street car, and failure to 
stop and render aid; revocations and 
suspensions by courts or the Division 
of Motor Vehicles. This will permit 
courts to have the benefit of the motor 
ist’s driving record as shown by his 
operator's card. The division will also 
keep an individual record of each mot- 
orist and will transfer same to his 
card when new or duplicate licenses 
are issued. 
| Under the new amendment operat- 
,ors’ cards will automatically expire, in 
the fuure, after two years. There will 
be no charge for the issuance of new 
cards or examinations. The voiding 
of outstanding cards issued prior to 
January, 1927, will permit of the di- 
vision clearing its records and of ob- 
taining correct addresses of operators. 
It will likewise permit the division to

Death Driver Held On 
Manslaughter Charge 


CARL FLANNIGAN, WHOSE CAR 
KILLED PROMINENT SOCIETY 
WOMEN TO FACE HIGHER COURT 


‘Carl Flannigan, 140 Pope stieet, 
Alto, whose speeding roadster 
crashed into the limousine of Mrs. 
Henry J. Crocker, wealthy San 
Francisco society woman, at the Mid- 
dlefield Road and Oak Grove intersee: 
tion in Menlo Park, last Wiednesday af- 
ternoon, instantly killing Mrs. Crocker 
and Mrs. Louis Monteagle and eriti 
cally injuring Mrs. Fanny McCreary, 
was held to answer to the Superioz 
Court on a double charge of man- 
slaughter and driving an automobile 
while intoxicated, following his pre- 
liminary hearing before Justice of the 
Peace Edward I. McAuliffe in this 
city Teusday afternoon. Bail on each 
count wag fixed at $2500 cash or $5000 
bond.

Flannigan was unable to raise 
the bail and is in the county jail await- 
ing his arraignment in the Superior 
Court, which takes place tomorrow af- 
ternoon, 

Only two witnesses were called to 
the stand by District Attorney Frank- 
lin Swart who conducted the prose- 
cution. They were Roland Summers, 
police officer of Atherton, who arrested 
Flannigan after the fatal crash, and 
Percy Spencer, chauffer for Mrs. 
Crocker, who wag driving her car at 
the time of the accident. 

Summers testified that while tak, 
ing Flannigan to the county jail in 
this city, he smelled liquor on the 
man’s breath and that he appeared tu 
be intoxicated. 

The chauffeur’s testimony was prac- 
tically the same as that given at the 
inquest last Friday morning and 
which is covered in part below. 

Flannigan was not represented by 
counsel at the preliminary hearing. It 
ig understood, however that a brother 
in the east is sending him money to 
secure an attorney to defend him at 
the trial in the Supérior Court. Flan- 
nigan has a wife and two small chil- 
dren residing in Palo Alto.

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San Mateo Loses Fight 
For Army Air Base 


WAR DEPARTMENT SELECTS SITE 
AT ALAMEDA—BOMBING SQUAD- 
DRON IN MARIN CO. 


San Mateo lost its fight to secure 
the United States Army Pacific Coast 
air base and depot, word being recety- 
ed here yesterday that the War De- 
partment had decided-in favor of the 
Alameda site. The Alameda site con- 
Sists of 311 acres of filled ground and 
is capable of enlargements. It is lo- 
cated on the south side of the estuary, 
inst east of the Alameda airport. 
$1,500,000 will be spent at once upon 
the first unit and $1,500.000 will be 
available next year. 

The army bombing squadren base 
for the San Franciseo bay defense, is 
to be located at Santa Venitia, north 
of San Rafael. 

The San Mateo county supervisors 
won their plea before the San Fran- 
cisco supervisors Monday to secure 
the cooperation of the latter body in 
urging upon the military committee of 
Congress to accept the 350-acre site 
offered free at San Mateo for the Cen- 
tral Army base on the Pacific Coast. 
The San Francisco board voted 10 to i 
to endorse the San Mateo project, the 
only dissenting member being Super- 
visor Colman, 

The hearty cooperation of the San 
Francisco supervisors was assured af- 
ter the San Mateo members with John 
J. McGrath, president of the Peninsula 
Industrial Conference, visited the San 
Francisco board at the afternoon ses- 
sion and presented the offer for the 
350-acre site at San Mateo, The San 
Mateo county board at itg morning 
session had adopted resolutions eall- 
ing upon the San Francisco board to 

\l their support and cooperation to 
the project. Supervisors Thomas L. 
Hickey, Rosalie M. Bruwn and Johz 
W. Poole spoke on the resolution at 
the San Francisco board meeting, ask- 
ing cooperation. The resolution was 
presented by MeGrath. 

Following the vote endorsing the 
project, Mayor Rolph was instructed 
by the San Francisco supervisors to 
name a citizens committee of 25 to co- 
operate with San Mateo county and 
arrange for the presentation of the 
matter to the congressional delega- 
tion expected to visit California this 
summer,

OF WESTERN PACIFIC

Declaring that there is a clear pre- 
ponderance of public support in ta- 
vor of the Great Northern-Western 
Pacific project to connect their lines 
between Klamath Falls, Oregon, and 
Paxton, California, the Great North- 
ern Railway and the Western Pacific 
Railroad Company issued the follow- 
ing joint statement today:

“The relative importance of endorse- 
ments voted in favor of one side or 
the other is not, however, to be reck- 
oned on a mere numerical basis. It 
is a significant fact that virtually all 
of the resolutions obtained by the 
Southern Pacific come from localities 
now served exclusively by that rail- 
road and Were secured without notice 
to the Great Northern and Western 
Pacific, whose representatives had no 
opportunity to be heard. On the other 
hand, most of the resolutions favoring 
the proposed connection were adopted 
as a result of a full hearing of both 
Sides of the case. 

“Many of the organizations that 
have approved the new project will 
file petitions in intervention with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
participate in the hearings before 
that body.

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SAN BRUNO COUNCIL DEMANDS 
JAIL SENTENCE FOR FORMER 
CITY CLERK WILLITS 


The City Council at its meeting on 
Monday night voted the following reso- 
lution drawn up by City Attorney 
Rapsey: 

“whereas, Nettie A. Willits, former 
clerk of the city of San Bruno, has 
been formally and officially charged 


by an information filed in the superior 
court of the state of California, in 
and for the county of San Mateo with 
a felony, towit, the embezzlement of 
certain public moneys of the city of 
San Bruno, and 

“whereas, following a long delay, 
said Nettie A. Willits has in answer to 
said charge formally anl legally plead- 
ed guilty of the offense charged in 
said information towit, the embezzle- 
ment of public moneys of the city of 
San Bruno, and 

“Whereas, it appears that, following 
said plea of guilty, said Nettie A. Wil- 
lits did formally move in said superior 
court that she be admitted to proba- 
tion, and 

“Whereas, it appears that, pursuant 
to said motion, a purported probation 
was and is actually granted to her, in 
lieu of the sentence required by law, 
which said purported probation was 
unconditional and in nowise condition- 
ed upon any restitution of the public 
moneys so admitted to have been em- 
bezzled, nor upon any other act or 
thing which might have been required 
of said Nettie A. Willits for the commis 
sion of such offense, and 

“Whereas it appears that the law 
of this state explicitly and specifically 
provides that probation shall not be 
granted to any public official or em- 
ploye of the state, county, city, or 
other political subdivision, who, .in the 
discharge of the duties of his public 
office or employment, embezzles public 
money, and that said purported pro- 
bation is void, and of no legal effect, 
and 

“Wheeras, it appears to the council 
of the city of San Bruno that the 
ends of justice are not subserved by 
the attempted illegal grant of porba- 
tion to the aforesaid Nettie A. Willits, 
but that on the contrary the effect of 
such attempt is to encourage and set 
a premium upon dishonesty in public 
office and to encourage disrespect for 
law and its enofrcement generally. 

“Now, therefore be it resolved, that 
this city council hereby calls upon and 
demands of the ditsrict attorney of the 
county of San Mateo that such offic- 
ial action be taken by him as is neces- 
sary to procure the enforcement in this 
case of the patent provision of the law 
relating thereto to the end that the 
provisions of our criminal law be up- 
held and that the honest administra- 
tion of public offices and official duties 


HE word “corn, specifically 
os in this country, refers 
“Indian corn,” or maize.
